Farm Fire Protection Plan Popular 


More than half of the fire calls, 
apart from those of Alberta’s 
cities, occur in rural districts. This 
is evident when farm fire protec¬ 
tion associations compare their 
calls to farm fires with the num¬ 
ber of calls in the town or village 
where farm fire protection equip¬ 
ment is stored and from whence it 
is operated by the local fire de¬ 
partment The number of associa¬ 
tions or corporations with specific 
rural fire protection responsibility, 
has greatly increased in the past 
year. This fire protection is esta¬ 
blished or under development in 
the following communities: Arrow- 
wood, Coaldale, Cardston, Magrath, 
Claresholm, Coutts, G r a n u m, 
Grassy Lake, Milo, Lomond, New 
Dayton, Picture Butte, Pincher 
Creek, Taber, Stirling, Wrentham, 
Strathmore, Didsbury, Vulcan, In- 
nisfail, Wetaskiwin, Provost, Czar, 
Amisk, Rosalind, Lcduc, Thorsby, 
Camrose, Rirabey, Bonnyville, 
Glendon, Fort Kent, County of 
Grande Prairie at Clairmont, 
Lloydminster, Grimshaw and Fair- 
view. 

This is only a percentage of the 
number of municipalities or 
counties there are in the province 
or districts immediately surround¬ 
ing the total of our villages, towns 
and cities, therefore, there is al¬ 
most a virgin field for extension 
for fire services. A glance at the 
present fire loss statistics will give 
some indication of the fire waste 
problem in farm districts, for ex¬ 
ample, in 1958 farm fire losses 
totalled 508 and caused a loss of 
$1,126,891. During the year 1960 
there were 528 farm fires with a 
loss of 1,125,733 according to pre¬ 
sent estimates. 

There was an interesting dem¬ 
onstration last week by the Leduc 
Rural Fire Proteetion Association, 
which arranged for a fire fighting 
demonstration in conjunction with 
the demolition of some old disused 
buildings at the farm of Peter 
Wylie. This progressive fire fight¬ 
ing association issued invitations to 
many other farm communities in 
order that other groups could see 
how this farm fire fighting co¬ 
operative operates. Approximately 
250 persons attended from as far 
south as Acme and east as far as 
Wainwright. Rural communities 
certainly can take steps to pro¬ 


tect their valuable farm buildings 
and equipment, and it is the firm 
belief of the government know¬ 
ledge gained through the work of 
the farm fire protection groups 
will improve farm fire safety prac¬ 
tices and reduce the present serious, 
loss of life fijom fire.

Preserving The Past 

In the “Letters to the Editor” column this week 
a suggestion is made that possibly a museum could 
be set up in this district to preserve the remaining 
mementos of the pioneer days of this area. The idea 
is good and certainly worth exploring. 

The area which now comprises the County of 
Vulcan became fairly well settled between the years 
1904 and 1910. Quite a few of the original home¬ 
steaders are still with us and their knowledge would 
be invaluable in securing and selecting items for the 
type of museum suggested. At Drift Willow Ranch, 
near Claresholm, a museum project was started a year 
or two ago and many objects of historical value that 
would otherwise be lost are now displayed to give 
visitors an idea of the tools, implements, household 
furniture and other articles in use at the time the 
district was settled. 

The need now is for some organization in the 
county to take over the museum idea as a project 
and make it a reality, or for interested individuals to 
form a museum society on a county-wide scale. 

Such a project would require effort more than 
money, for it can be expected that most articles would 
be donated to the museum, but it would be a lasting 
and very worthwhile endeavor.
